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Over Wiretap 
'Papers' Ruling 
By High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court today allowed the government to 
proceed with the Pentagon Papers trial 
of Daniel Ellsberg and Anthony Russo 
without revealing to them who in the 
defense team was overheard in a “ foreign- 
intelligence" wiretap. 
Ellsberg and Russo are charged with 
espionage, 
conspiracy 
and 
misuse 
of 
government property in the publication of 
the once-secret studv of the origins of the 
Vietnam war. Their trial in Los Angeles 
has been delayed since July 29 by the dis­ 
pute over wiretapping 
The court did not comment on the issues 
as it handed down a routine order declining 
to hear an appeal by Ellsberg and Russo, 
who argued also that “ foreign-intelligence” 
wiretaps without warrants are illegal 


A dissenting opinion was filed by Justice 
William 0. Douglas who stayed the trial in 
July while the court was in its summer 
recess. Justice William J. Brennan Jr . also 
dissented. 
In other action, the court; 
—Denied a hearing to a Los Angeles 
newspaper reporter who was cited with 
contempt after he refused to divulge his 
sources for a story on the Charles Manson 
murder trial. 
—Agreed to review a lower-court ruling 
banning charges for grain inspections on 
railroads. 
Ellsberg and Russo needed the votes of 
at least four justices to have their appeal 
taken up by the court. The vote against 
them was seven to two.

MIAMI (AP) - Their 28-hour, 3,800-mile 
flight of terror ended, passengers aboard a 
hijacked jetliner have returned from Cuba 
with bizarre tales of three “ deranged” sky 
pirates 
They also had words of praise for the 
Southern Airways crew which landed the 
crippled IX'9 on a foam-covered Havana 
runway 
Another Southern IX'9 returned the 27 
passengers and four crewmen to Miami 
and finally to their onginal destinations

FBI 
sharpshooters to halt the hijacking failed 
Saturday night and forced the emergency 
landing in Cuba 
All three hijackers were taken into 
custody by Cuban officials at Havana 
Passengers said Cuban authorities also con­ 
fiscated ransom money demanded and 
coUec’ted by the hijackers from Southern

Jackson and Moore were described as

Buchanan said it was the hijacker called 
“ Henry” who shot Johnson after FBI 
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colleagues did not take the occasion to lay 
down some further ground rules for the

Reached at his Cambridge, M ass., home, 
Ellsberg said the decision reflected the 
court’s attitude toward interrupting the 
trial rather than on the merits of the legal 
issues raised. He said he had no idea when 
his trial would resume. 
“ Now, we’re really back to the issues of 
the case,” said Ellsberg. “ Prior to my in­ 
dictment, leaking or revealing official 
information to the press was not a crime. If 
I’m convicted, leaking becomes a crime.” 
In Los Angeles, Russo told a newsman he 
was not surprised “ knowing the character 
of the Supreme Court today.” He accused 
the government attorneys of “ dragging 
their feet” in filing papers during the 
appeal in order to delay the trial until after 
President Nixon’s election 
“ If we are able to testify freely, it’s going 
to 
be

embarrassing 
to

government,” Russo said. 
“ It’s obvious to me that they have been 
trying to manipulate the timing of the trial. 
They wanted to maintain all of their 
options.” 
He said he was shocked that Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew had equated the 
Pentagon Papers with the Watergate bug­ 
ging incident. 
“ How can we get a fair trial now’>” he 
asked. 
Last Aug 9 , U.S. District Judge Matt 
Byrne of Los Angeles, who was presiding 
at the trail, sent the jurors home until 
the court settled the appeal 
Shortly after the trial had begun, the 
government submitted to Judge Byrne a 
surveillance log on one of the defense’s 16 
lawyers and consultants. Subsequently, 
the government said the wiretap was for 
purposes of “ foreign intelligence” and was 
authorized by the attorney general without 
the supervision of a judge 
Ellsberg and Russo argued that the 
defense should be permitted to see the log 
to determine if the government gained 
evidence through an illegal tap They also 
contended there should be a heanng in the 
federal district court on the wiretap issue 
Byrne, who examined* the l(^, concluded 
the surveillance was irrelevant to the case 
Ellsberg and Russo’s appeal challenged 
this holding pnmarily on the basis of a 
19 69 Supreme Court decision that de­ 
fendants in a criminal tnal are entitled to 
examine “ bugging” records

Public Confidence at Low Ebb 


By LOUIS HARRIS 
Confidence ot the public in the leaders of both public and 
private institutions in this country continues at a low ebb. 
Out of 16 institutions recently tested, a majority of the public 
could not say they felt “ a great deal of confidence” in the 
leaders of a single one. In a similar poll back in 1966, 
majorities of the people expressed strong confidence in the 
men running half of the key institutions tested then. 
Nonetheless, marginal progress has been registered in the 
regard people have for leaders of certain sectors of the 
private 
and 
public establishment. 
Higher percentages 
expressed confidence than they did a year ago in nine of 16 
cases. Five groups of leaders, however, registered a decline 
in respect, while there was no change toward the remaining 
two. 
In late October, a nationwide cross section of 1,648 
households was asked: “ As far as people running (read list) 
are concerned, would you say you have a great deal of 
confidence, only some confidence, or hardly any confidence 
at all in them?”

In the business area, financial leaders and retail store 
owners made marginal gains ol three to four points, although 
well down from levels of a few years ago Heads of major 
companies .still could muster no more than 27 per cent in the 
“ great deal of confidence” column, less than half their 1%6 
standing Most critical ot (op business leaders were young 
people under 30. blacks, and union members 
.Among federal government 
institutions, the IJ.S 
Supreme Court and the Kxecutive Rranch recorded five and 
four-point gains, while ('ongress registered a smaller two- 
point movement in a positive direction However, not one of 
the three branches of the federal governmtmt can generate as 
many as 30 per cent of the public to express a “ great deal of 
confidence” in those in cfuirge 


The leaders of the mass media do worse than any other 
leadership group in our society except for organized labor 
The press held its own during the past year — at an 18 per 
cent confidence level, but both television and advertising 
continued to slide. The media came in for heavy criticism 
from both major party candidates in the presidential 
election. 


Scientists gained five points over their 1971 showing, 
moving from 32 to 37 per cent in the “ great deal of 
confidence” column. They are more respected by higher 
income, college-educated, suburban dwellers, and young 
people than by other groups, but are still well below the 56 
per cent who gave them top rating back in 1966. 
Military leaders scored one of the biggest comebacks in 
1972, moving from 27 to 35 per cent in the top confidence 
category. However, they are still criticized by most of the 
college-educated, the young, and the blacks, and are still far 
below their high water mark of 62-per cent high regard 
recorded in 1966. 


Educators, once near the top, continued their fall from 
public favor. Religious leaders made relatively small gains. 
The latter have their biggest problem among affluent groups. 
Educators are weakest among the highest income groups 
who have also received the most education. 
A one-point rise for union leaders kept them barely 
ahead of the low men on the totem pole of public confidence, 
advertising executives. Labor leaders evoked no more than 
20 per cent of their own union members to express a great 
deal of confidence in those running U.S. unions. 
All in all, the road back to public confidence for major 
American institutions in both the private and public sectors 
clearly is a long one and appears to be uphill all the way. 
Lack of confidence is expressed equally for leaders of the 
private and public areas. There is virtually no desire in the 
country to have the federal government try to solve the 
confidence gap in the private sector. Rather, people are 
looking for much better leadership to emerge within the 
major institutions in our society, and this demand can make 
the seats of power rather precarious in the years ahead

partment said. 


About 40 milUon bushels of 
U.S. soybeans one milUon met­ 
ric tons were sold to the Soviet 
last August, a follow-up on ear- 
Uer massive purchase of wheat 
and corn. 
The analysis of the Russian 
oil situation was reported in 
“ Foreign Agriculture,” a week­ 
ly publication of the depart­

Service. It was written by two 
specialists, George E. Wanama­ 
ker, FAS, and Roger S. Euler, 
Economic Research Service.

Outlines Correct Planting 


Growing trees from seed can 
be an unusual and interesting 
hobby. Collecting the seed is an 
exciting beginning and provides 
a purpose for getting outdoors 
As we 
hunt for seeds we 
develop 
an 
awareness 
and 
appreciation for the beauty and 
complexity of the natural things 
around us 
Permission should always be 
obtained before collecting seeds 
from either pnvate or public 
lands 
. For best results most seeds 
should be planted as soon as 
possible 
after 
they 
are 
collected 
If 
they 
must 
be 
stored, they should be sealed in 
a plastic bag or jar and placed in 
the refrigerator until they can 
be planted 
Seeds

tional weapons if possible 


Kennedy would not hav e believ ed that 
passag e of another decade could bring the 
kind of detente we now see. 


Then there are the Koreas. Talking to 
each other for a chang e. Making noises 
sug g esting that, despite the obstacles of 
willful, power-lov ing men at the top of 
each g ov ernment, the same kind of thaw is 
in the cards for them. 


After 
the 
inv estment 
of 
scores 
of 
thousands of U.S., Chinese and Korean 
liv es and many billions of dollars in that 
fratricidal conflict, the passions now wane 
somewhat 
The passag e of a quarter- 
century permits Korean cousin to speak to 
cousin 
with 
something 
other 
than 
murderous contem pt. 


Then there is the People’s Republic of 
China. In the first y ears of this last quarter 
century ev en a word or g esture of civ iUty 
by an American was political suicide. The 
United States was caug ht up in mean 
recriminations ov er “ who lost China” to 
the 
communists. 
Emotionalizing 
ov er 
China’s inv olv ement in the Korean war 


replaced any log ical thinking about what 
must be the ultimate place in world society 
of a country inhabited by more than a fifth 
of the world’s people. 


Only after more than two deca des, when 
only rabid American conserv ativ es were 
stili spleenful in their v iew of Peking , was 
it possible for a Republican President to 
open 
a 
new 
dialog ue 
and 
set 
about 
normalizing relations with China 


We look back at the hours wasted in 
ang ry rhetoric hurled at China in the 
United 
Na tions, 
in Cong ress, 
in U S 
political campaig ning , and recall how the 
bitter insults were duplicated in Peking , 
and 
we shake our heads in sardonic 
laug hter. 


Now there is Indochina. Another of those 
quarter-century -long abominations. Pea ce 
may not be nearly as close at hand as the 
American people hav e been led to believ e, 
but it seem s clear that “ reconciliation and 
concord” among the people of Vietnam is 
underwa y . 


.\s the United States mov es out of the 
picture, not only will there be a “ coalition 
g ov ernment" embracing all major political 
interests in the South, but we shall see 
close cooperation and ev entual unity with 
North Vietnam. 


And once ag ain we shall shake our heads 
in wonderment that we sacrified so many 
American liv es, helped snuff out so many 
Asian liv es, dropped so many bombs and 
destroy ed so many people and thing s, only 
to see the principals to the conflict shake 
hands and take the more rational route of 
neg otiations. 


May be there is a lesson in all this. 
Perhaps, just as nature establishes a nine- 
month g estation period for humans and a 
645-day period for elephants, a 2&-y ear- 
period is required to conv ert international 
madness to sanity . 


The lesson, then, would be that utter 
restraint is called for by the rest of 
mankind while combatants are g iv en time 
to com e back to their senses. 


You think of the many tim es when the 
U.S and Russia could hav e g one to war 
ov er the Germany s — and shudder. 


You think how inv iting it was for the 
United States to take rash a ction after the 
seizure of the U.S.S. Pueblo, or North 
Korea’s shooting down of our EC-121 
aircraft, or the many periodic outbursts of 
v iolence in the demilitarized zone between 
the two Koreas. And y ou sig h in relief. 


This is not to sug g est that there will not 
be more killing in Indochina or more crises 
in Europe An observ ation of the current 
state of mankind sug g ests that it is folly to 
ex pect 
lasting 
peace 
— 
or 
ev en 
a 
g eneration of it. 


But it may be that if the g reat powers 
keep their cool, these reg ional and internal 
squabbles need not blow up into massiv e 
conflag rations. And who knows but what 
man mig ht cut the period of transition 
from madness to sanity from 25 y ears to 20, 
or ev en to 10?

WASHINGTON - When the Pentag on 
brass want to publish a book, they g o about 
it with all the ma ssiv e planning of a 
military inv asion. 


P'or insta nce, assistant defense secretary 
Daniel Henkin thoug ht it would be nice, as 
part of the 200th anniv ersary of the armed 
forces in 19 7 5, to publicize “ how defense 
ex penditures often hav e done double duty 
throug h their impact on the quality of life 
and liv ing .” 


This 
started 
the 
Pentag on 
wheels 
whirling 
Task 
forces 
were 
formed; 
meeting s were held; research was ordered 
The planners hav e now com e up with an 
ex haustiv e proposal for a 300-pag e book 
portray ing 
the 
military ’s 
humanitarian 
accom plishm ents. 


A c c o r d in g 
to 
th e 
P e n ta g o n ’s 
ca k ulaUons, this would take fiv e historians 
each putting in “ l^a man-y ears at an 
av erag e salary of $19 ,000 ” That would be 
7 *2 man-y ears, rig ht there. 


Two editors working six months ea ch, 
two cartog raphers putting in another three 
months 
a piece 
and 
one 
photo 
editor 
working one y ear would add another 2*2 
man-y ears to the project 
The planners 
fig ure two clerk-ty pists would hav e to 
spend a total of three man-y ears ty ping up 
ev ery thing

All these 
fig ures,” declares an internal m em o, “ need

The proposed rrullion-doltar book, it is 
sug g ested, “ would be a senrupopular in 
sty le, well illustrated and presented in as 
attractiv e a format as possible, including

A spokesman ex plained that the million- 
dollar project has been approv ed by Ad 
Hoc Task Force No. 1 but hasn’t y et been 
endorsed by the Army Staff Bicentennial 
Com m ittee, let alone the top Pentag on 
brass

I do want to emphasize that we are not in 
imminent dang er of g ov ernment takeov er 
of the presses, nor of mass jailing s of 
dissenting journalists 
I do not counsel 
ov erreaction, but I do think we hav e been 
g iv en fair warning that freedom of the 
press is not a routine fact of life, but rather 
a prize which must be continually foug ht 
for and g uarded 


The public cannot afford to stand by in
